How Loudon is Governed- 
In view* of tiio einb.trrassing compHeations 
n>*v pending in the iminicipal allairs of New 
York, the Evening Post h is furnished its read- 
ers with some information conceiiiiiig the sys- 
tem by which Lond(jii is governed. The fact? 
presented have more or less interest to (he cit- 
izens of every large city ; 

Tne government of London consists of a 
mayor, alderineii, and common council. Be- 
fore the Norm.iii conquest, every ten families 
in (he meliMpolis were lormed into an associa- 
tion, and held responsible for llie good conduct 
of the several members. This was Die origin 
of wiiat are now* known >u the guilds, which, 
under a charier ot Elvvnrd lit, became corpo* 
rate comp.iaies. Edw.tnl himself was enrolled 
as a uieicliant tailor, and the guilds in those 
days were designed chiefly lor the protection 
of crafisuieii ; or, in other w ords, were a species 
of trades union.^. Tnere are now cigliiy o> 
these guilds, and membership is gained either 
by birth, apprenticeship, purchase, or gift. In 
latter years householders have lieen admitted 
bv application to the common council. All 
such persons are considered freemen of Uic 
city, and freemen who are also householders, 
paying not less than thirty shillings per annum 
ill the shape of local taxes, can vote tor munic 
ipal ofliceri, 

Tne common council consists of two buiu 
dred and lorty members, re, •resenting the dil- 
fereut wards ol the city, and they are elected 
for a limited term by the freemen aforesaid. 
The aidermen are twenty-six in number, one 
for ea ii ward, i lecte 1 in the same manner, but 
for life. Any person elected aMerman and 
relu.-ing to serve is liable to a line of $.1,500. 
In ancient times there was no common council, 
and tne mayor was chosen by a mass meetin 
of the people; now, however, the matter is man- 
aged in another way. The election occurs on 
the ^Oih of September each year, the freemen 
ussi'urnltng in the common ball and expressing 
their preference, usually by a show oi hands. 
When a poll is demanded, it rein tins open for 
Bevcral days. The only eligible candidates arc 
uldei'Qien w’ho have Served as sheriff, and these 
two names are selected and subiniUed to the 
mayor and uideruien, who generall}* chouse the 
oldest man. If the successful p.uiy declines 
the honor he is tined $5,000 tor inexcusable 
inodcsiy. The Lord .Mayor receives a s.ilary 
of $i5,o00, but it not inircqueiitly costs him 
$i0,000 additional to get through his ofiicial 
lerui respectably. He presiTtes at all alder 
manic cmirts, and at meetings of the comrnoii 
council, and in the common hall. He is also u 
Judge in the court of Husiings, in the central 
criminal court, and in Die Guildhall Sessions. 
He has his own court iu the .Mansion House, 
niid is occupied lioin four to six hours each 
day in the Inal of minor cases. .Moreover, he 
is Conservator of the Tlmmes, which requires 
him to attend (u nine courts in a year ; is 
Admiral of Die Port, head of the lieutenancy 
of Die city, clerks of the markets, perlorms 
certain duties in the privy council, presides at 
pnbiic meeting.^, entertains distinguished 
biranger.^, and makes liimsclf useful and orna- 
mental in a variety of other Wiiys. Evidently 
the Lord M.tyur of London earns his salary, 
und we can see why it is that the greatest care 
is always taken in selecting the proper m in lor 
this highly houorable aud responsible posi- 
tion. 

The members of the council mu.st be of un- 
impeachable record; no m in who has ever been 
bankrupt or compromised with liis creditors is 
ellgihle. The council is the legislative body of 
the city; it makes, amends amf rep.iirs laws, at- 
tends to the lioaiiccs, regulates the n.ivigaiion 
of Die Thames, appoims many of the officials 
and fixes their salatics, and is, in sliort, gener- 
ally responsible for the entire minagemeiit of 
the muiiicipalily. There are twelve ses.-^ions a 
year, the III lyor presnliiig, und Die aldermen 
being ex-ofilcio members. Forty members con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction ot business, 
nnd ot lliese two must be aldermen, and the 
mayor must be present cither in persou or by 
deputy. 

The duties of aldermen arc more simple and 
much less oncions. Each one is a justice of 
the peace, and attends for a week at a time in

Tliereluie, whenever the cxecirion of the 
laws of the Umted Stales is resisted, or there 
is insitm-elion against their miihoritj*, the 
Goveiuiiicnt has the power, and the doty 
devolves upon it, to enlorce the execulioii ol 
;he laws, ami lo suppress the insurreeticn; and 
if the ease lupiires it, by aims. This being 
'lone, the vvlnde power of the Government is 
e.vhausleJ. There is no piovl.-ion of prin- 
(iplc in the (.'on.^titnlion that gives it authori- 
ty lo do sinytliinj: moif*. The truth of this 
position was conceded by all at the beginning 
of the reliellion. 

ILLtOALlTV OF THE AME.NDMKXTS. 

When the rebellion !>roke out there were 
thirty-two Siau.«? in the Union, and theSenaie 
coiisisletl of .sixty-four members, and the House 
of Alirce hundred and forty-bjur ; the * on.‘:ti(u- 
tioii m|uif ing two thirds o: both Jloitxfx to pro- 
pose .aiiicndmeiils to the Consliiuiion, the vole.? 
of forly-lliree Senators and one hundred and 
sixty-three llepresentatives were uecessaiv. 
But there was only a single Senator in nttend- 
ance from the eleven secedin; Stales, an*l but 
about a half dozen Uepre-enlatives : all the 
Democratic Senators a:ni K' presentaiives w»*re 
oppo.-ed to the Ua«!ical schemes to anieml the 
Constitution, so ih.il it was impossible to obtain 
for liieiu the vote of Iwo-ibirds of the whole 
number of both Houses. 

But the state of the alTairs cf the Radical 
party required desperate measures, and its 
leaders determined to p.ilch the Consiitntion 
with amendments /(/5 aut nefoi ; and to llii.s 
end they nni.st gel the control of a seern.iig 
two-thirds ol both Housis. They adn;iUe«l il,e 
Territories of Nevada and Nt'bra.ska as Stales 
into the Union, when neither of ihem had one 
third of the population to entitle tiiem to a 
single Kepresent.alive in Congress. Thev a*l- 
niilted their political friends as Sen.ators and 
Representatives from Virginia, who had not 
bct u elected according to the Constitution and 
laws. They ejected a Democratic Senator of 
New Jersey, who had been legally elected, 
from his seat. They received the consent of 
an iiucoiistitutional and siimll fragment of a 
Legislature of Virginia to the erection of the 
new Stale of West Virginia wiililn l>cr juris- 
diction. They denied to the States that had 
been engaged iti rebellion, after it had been 
suppressed, and they had uncoiuiiiioBally sub. 
milled to the Constiluliou and -laws of the^ 
Uuiud Stales, the right to eket Senators and 



R i re^euiative?, un«l wmi d n*»t allow ihe i.ifii ' 
whom those Stales chose to till the pi"-e'< to' 
lake their ^^*ats. They pass'^d an act »<l Con- ' 
gress changing llie (pioruin to <lo bu.'iness of; 
the two Hou>es to a minority from a majority 
of the whole number of each, as esl.iblislied l»y 
the Consiilutiori, and recognized by »he practice 
of both Houacs Irom the beginning ol the Gov- 
ernment. 

It was thus the two Railical Ilou.se.s of Uon- 
gress qualified themselves lor the perforir.anee 
of lliiir legi-hiliye dulie-<, and for tlie Iran 
sccnJ.arilly important work of proposing 
amendnieuts to the (.'ouslituiion. And their 
work has been worthy of their preparation for 
it. 

.Mv first and an impassable objection to all 
tiiese SjMiriou.s aincii'iiaents of the Con.siiiutioti, 
is, that they were not proposed by two third? 
of either Hoii.-^e of Congret.?. The mode ol 
amending iho Constitution is dearly .stated in 
tiip liflli article, ami ujust be pur.S'ied in its 
every proc(».ss ; it woul'i be a.s legitimate and j 
valid in the proposiiion of a?i aiuen.luieiil loj 
dispense wholly with llie \ote of llie two 
Houses of Congress as with one vote less Ui»iu 
two third? of both House.? — a proposition lor 
either could not lie enterlained for an instant 
if directly maile. 

Everybody knows, and it Ims never been de- 
nie'l, that llie.se ainendnienis were .submitted by 
Ivss than two thirds of the whole number ol 
the member.? of which both Houses, i'V the 
Uonstitulion and laws, consisted at the lime of 
submission respectivelv ; but the U.ad'cal posi 
tion is, that the rfiates lately i’l rebellion then 
ha'l not, nor were they entitled to have, Sena- 
tors or Rep:asentulives in Congress: and that 
two third? of the Senators and Ri*pres«MiUtives 
then, in f.ict, elec.ed, or lli.it could then have 
bj( n conslilulioually and legallj’ cleclei, had 
vot»'«l for those propositions of amendments, 
and llierefore tjcy ha. I been coiistilulionally 
ma.ie. 

There are two answers to this position: 1. 

It is bised upon a f.ilse assuiupliou of fact. 
2. If the feet were as .assumed, llie conclusion 
arrived at from it would be u holly unauthor- 
ized.

milled to their s.Mt.?, hut were d- nied by tlie 
Ila<li(*al majoriiie-s in tliarant disregar*! ol the 
Cjiistiliuion and the rights of these Stales. 

Tlie Slate.? — not those which eiigagw 1 in the 
relieliioii any inoie than those tint did not — 
do not derive Hieir right to have Senator.s and 
Repre.?enl*itive.s from CingiV.--.s, Imt from the 
C'institulion, and Coiigrc-s h.i.s no power to 
d«-ny or restrict liiat liglit. All llin Stales 
being Hun in liHl and equ.H submi.-sioi to tiu 
('otislii iilion and laws, (hey ail bud an (Mpmi 
rigiii, ai.d they ail had cliosen Seii'ilors and 
Representat i ves ; and the two Houses ha>l Ixit 
a single plain ]>.nver and duty, lo atimit the 
Senators and R'-prrsenluHves of all.

The Radicals liave lumb* a difierenl ami dis- 
cordant construction of this fifth arlick, as lo 
the acliou of tiie two llou.ses ol Congress ami 
nf the States Uj>on proposition;: to aniHid the 
Constitution. As lo Congre.«s, their position is 
that no Slate liial entered into tlie rebellion i.s 
to be considoie'l in the Union, or entitled to 
repre.seiiiatioii in the two Houses, nnii) Con- 
t re>3 shall have passed an act conceding lh.it 
right I'^r the particular Stale. But liiey sub- 
milled each amrndment to all the Stairs, the 
Receding a.s well as «he adhering one>: and on 
the first vole of all Hie Stales on the Tour* 
teeuHi .Atnetidnu III, excluding the vote of llie 
seceding Shitts, and Hteie w«*re more ihau 
three fourihs of all the other Slates tor it.

If the ('onstitutioii requir**.? propositions to I 
amend it lo be aubmilled to all the Slates, ami ' 
to be vot«‘d for by liirec lotii tiis of them, it re- 
quites all of them to lie repr? S'‘i:ted in PietvNO 
Houses ol Congic?.«, :»ijd the vote of two thirds | 
of both Hou-as to make Hie suniuis.-ion. Both • 
requirements are clearly expiesse*!. Au amend- ; 
mint of the Con>litiition c'liiiot be made uii- ; 
less all the Stales are represented in both ;

Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, South i.Lroiina, Arkansas, 
North C.uoiir.Ji anrl Gv-orgia, all of them Iniv- 
iiig been engaged in the rclielliou; and Hn-ir 
votes, wilii that of West Virginia, a Stale liiat 
could not have been admiUetl into the Union

Bui, 
a'cordiug to the recent Ra'lical juecedenl.?, 
the m.ijority in the two Houses of Cougress 
in.iy exclude any number of the minority from 
their seats; so that when a majoriiy may de- 
termine lo impeach a Pre.?ideiit, or one or more 
judges of the Siipieiiie Court, they have only 
to jairge or lo preclude Irom the two Houses so 
many of the imnonty iiieinhcrs as will give 
them the strengtli to jirefer articles in Hie 
House, and to jiass judgment of impeachi.ient 
ill the Senate. 

Members of the present Supreme Court gave 
their sanction to that mode of mutilating the 
two Houses Ol’ Congress, and of gelling a ma- 
jority. nomimilly of two thirds, but in fact 
much less, to enable Congress lo propose 
amendments to the Constitution ; to oveiruto 
the Presidenliul veto of unconstitutional Radi- 
cal iuea.?ures, aud to imjieuch President John- 
son. M**mbcrs of the Supreme Court sustained 
and mar-haled a factious, reckless majority lo 
this revoliitiou of the iiujieacliing power, as it 
was adjusted by the Con.?tilutiou. They, ami 
far better men in otlice, will shrink from Hirow- 
ir.g iheiit.?elves in the way of an onward levo- 
luiiouaiy party, that has sireugHicned itMilf

The following arc the rates of postage (inter- 
national and foreign) chargeable on coires- 
pundence from the United Stales for Aden, 
Ceylon, British possessions, and Protectee 
States in Hindoostan, and the British Posses 
sions of Penang and Singn;.ore, in Further In 
dia. Hung Kong. Shanghai, Yokohama, and 
Australia, in the German mails via Brindisi: 
Ordinary Letters— For the direct mail to 
Geroiany, 20 cents for each single rate of half an 
ounce or under; and 21 cents in the closed 
mail through England to Germany ; prepay- 
ment optional. 

Registered letters— For the direct mail to 
Germany, 30 cents ; and in closed mail through 
England to Oerranny, 31 cents per each single 
rate of half an ounce or under, and in addition 
thereto a registration fee of b cents per letter ; 
prepayment compulsory. 

Newspapers — For the direct mail to Germa 
ny, if not exceeding I J ounce, G cents; exceed, 
ing that, but not over 2i ounces, 
exceeding that, but not over 3^ 
cents.

Btoriog Winter Apples. 

A correspondent of Lawsot Life, who claims | 
to have extended experience, is •■decidedly of 
theoiiiniou” tli it apples keep far belter wlim 
put iuto close boxes or barrels, and .'ecluded a 
niucii as possible i'roin tlie air. W hen tliiis 
stored, be says, they will come out in lire 
spring, full and plump as when taken from 
the tree. Many varieties, as the Taliiien Sweet, 
Spitzenberg, and lliose kinds tiiat are not con 
sidered as long keepers, and slirivel hadly, 
will do well treated in this way. I have, he 
continues, found universally that they kept 
better lo let thoin lie without picking over. It 
is mucli better to pile them into a large bin 
across the cellar, say six or seven feel wide, 
and cover tliem up liglit, than to lay them on 
shelves. 1 once saw such a bin that a man had 
kept througli the winter. About the first ol 
April, he thought he would opcu tlie window 
on the side of the cellar next to tiie bin lo let 
in the air, that they might kee[> better. I was 
at his place and he called my attention to the 
fact. Two windows over tile bin were opened 
ai'Oiit ten days or two weeks, and the apples 
exactly opposite tlie windows, about one-third, 
rutted for as much as a fool in deptli, and the 
icmaining part on either side iverc not rolled 
at all. .-iiiotner instance: A neiglibor of mine 
had about five hundred bushels in a pile in a 
cellar. As lliey heennie a litilo specked he 
comnieiiceil picking lliera over; when about 
half done he got tired and conclndcd to let 
them go. Wlien marketed about six weeks 
afte,r, he found that one third of those picked 
over were not fit for market, wliile all inil one- 
twentieth of the other was good. Tliis I have 
seen in numerous instances, if you w isli to 
try Hie experiment, moke a box as tight as a 
carpenter can make it, and wlieii packing Irom 
the orchard, fill it and nail it fast. Let it lie 
in the orchard till it is in danger of freezing; 
then put it in the cellar. Put tlie same quan- 
tity on the shelves for trial. I am pretty sure 
one experiment will convince.

Pastry. — T he flour for pastry should lie of 
the whitest and finest quality.
